Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wheatley (6,024,402). Wheatley discloses, in figs. 1-4, 10 and 11, a tool box bracket kid 
comprising a bracket 28 configured to be a generally combined T and F shape, and 
securing means 42, 50, 64 and 100 adapted to lock together the bracket and the truck 
bed and the tool box. 

3. Claims 1-6, and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tuohy, III (4,522,326). Tuohy discloses, in figs. 1, 3 and 5, a tool box bracket kid 
comprising a bracket (combination of elements 22 and 17) configured to be a generally 
combined T and F shape (see fig. 5), and securing means 25, 36 and 16, adapted to 
lock together the bracket and the truck bed and the tool box. 

4. Claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Crossman (6,325,439). Crossman discloses, in figs. 1, 2, 7 and 14, a tool box bracket 
kid comprising a bracket 34, 35 configured to be a generally combined T and F shape, 
and securing means 107 and 72 adapted to lock together the bracket and the truck bed 
and the tool box. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 8-13 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
